Houfe; for which Reafon I am of Opinion 
this Bill ought to be rejected. 

The E--! of Str---d faid: It is true, Mj 
Lords, a Bill of the fame Purport, and almof 
in the fame Words, has been twice fent up, and 
as often refufed by this Houfe: But we mutt 
remember, thatthe Billnever camethe Length 
of a Committee. If your Lordthips had laft 
Year chought fir to take the Bill under your

mof pernicious Confequence, and therefore 
many Acts of Parliament have been pafs'd for 

reventing it: Particularly in the Reign of F 
Been Anne; in the firft Parliament of his 
lat eMajefty; andthe very A&tof Settlement. 
This fhews that the bringing in of fuch Bill 
‘was never thought any Injury tothe Crown; 
on the contrary, the Honour and Safety of 
the Crown dependon the Honour and Integri- 
ty of the Members of Parliament.

V---t F-—th. My Lerds, This Bill bears a 
very fpecious Preamble; from the firft View 
ef it owe would be apt to conclude, fomething 
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very beneficial to the Nation was intended; but 
on a more ferious Perufal, we find, there is 
really nothing intended, that can-in the leaft 
contribute to the Publick Good, We all know, 
My Lords, how fome Motions come to be 
made, in the other Houfe.. Such Bills as this 
now before us, are often brought in by won/d- 
be Minifters, Gentlemen who atteé& Popularity, 
and fet themfelves up as Protectors of the 
Liberties of the People, and under the Pre- 
tence encourage and promote Faction and 
Difcontent, in order thereby to raife them- 
felves to be the chief Men in the Adminiftra- 
tion. I fhall always be for infuring the Li- 
berties and Privileges of the People; and if 
any Attempts were making againft them, as 
ready as any Man toconcert Meafures for 
fhortning the Armsof the Crown: But, Ap 
Lords, when I find no Attempts are made by 
the Crown, againft the Liberties of the Peo- 
ple; and when popular Cries for Libert 
are fpirited up only by the Faétious and Dit 
contented, I fhall never be for diminihhing 
the Power of the Crown, efpecially when it 
has bur juft enough to fupport itfelf againft che 
Factiousand Difaffe&ted. I remember, a no- 
ble Lord put the Queftion laft Seffion of Par- 
liament, when this very Affair was before us, 
How the Pretender would defire one to vote 
in this Cafe? I believe the proper Anfwer 
would ftill be, that he would defire us to vore 
for the Bill:' I doubt nor, but he would be 
for diminifhing his Majefty’s Power of ne- 
warding thofe who merit well of their Coun- 
try, by a zealous Oppofition to him and his 
Fadtion. I hope, My Lords, there willalways 
be Men of Honour and Integrity in this 
Country to defend us againft that or any Fac- 
tion, without the Hopesof a Reward; burif 
it fhould be found neceflary for our Defence, 
I would rather chufe that the Government 
fhould have it in its Power to give Rewards 
to thofe that contributed tothe preferving of 
us, than that the Factious fhould have it in 
their Power to give Rewards to thefe that 
affifted them in the deftroying of us.

The Subjeé& of this Bill is of 
the utmoft Confequence to the Liberties of” 
this Nation; the Preamble is in my Opinion 
very proper for fuch a Subje@; but if not, 
why may it not be altered? One Thing, My 
Lords, 1 am fure of, that if we treat the Bill 
with fo much Contempt, as to reje& it upon 
the firft Reading, the whole Nation will make~ 
a Preamble for us.

It isno Argument againft this Bill, that it 
# in the fame Words with the laft; I hope 
there isno Manin this Nation pretends to be 
mfallible. Some Arguments may now be 
brought for paffing it, which were not then 
thought of, The Publick Tranquility was 
not then fo firmly eftablifhed as at prefent, 
and therefore itmight now bethought 2 more 
ea Time for us to take Precautions for 
preferving our Liberties againft Domeftick 
Enemies. If your Lordfhips fhould fend 
downa good Bill and the fame fhould be re- 
turned by the Commons, would that be any 
Argument againft ever fending that Bill down 
to them again? Or, would their having once 
refufed it, bean Argument for their rejeéting 
itat che firft reading, uponits being brought 
a fecond time before them? No, My Lords, 
if your Lordfhips were convinced the Bill 
was neceflary, and drawn upin proper Terms, 
you would fend it down in the very fame 
Words again and again, till its own Weight 
catried it through. 

I am, My Lords, far trom fufpe&ing any 
Attempts during his prefent Majeity’s Reign, 
againft che Liberties of this Nation: His Ma- 
jefty hastoo much Goodnefs :o encourage or 
admitt any fuch being made; but for this 
Reafon we ought now to bring in fuch Bills 
as may be conducive to the Prefervation of 
our Liberties: His Majefty never wilkoppofe 
what is neceflary for fecuring the Liberties and 
the Properties of his People ; whereas, if we 
neverthink of takingany Precautions againft 
Arbitrary Power, till we have a Prince on the 
Throne, that is aiming at Arbitrary Power, 
it will chen be too late; there is certainly at 
prefent nothing to be feared from Bribery 
and Corruption : His Majefty reigns in the 
Affedtions of the People ; his Defigns are all 
for the Publick Good, and therefore he has 
no Occafion for making-ufe of any illegal and 
corrupt fore of Influence; but to pretend, 
that our prefent Happinefs is a Reafon for 
our not taking proper Precautions againft the 
Evils chat may come upon this Nation in fu- 
ture Times, is the fame thing as tofay, You 
are not to bring inany Bills againft Bribery 
and Corruption, tilla Majority of both Houfes 
ef Parliament are corrupted. 

The D--ke of N--le. Ady Lords, If this 
Bill defign’d only to prevent Bribery.and Cor- 
ruption, I fhould be for it with all my Heart; 
But we can eafily fee thatthe Intention of this 


Bill isto give the other Houfe an Opportunity Ey 


of affuming 2 Powerrhey never yet pretend- 
ed to, and their affuming thereof would be 
the Overthrow of our prefent happy Confti- 
tution. By this Bill, My Lords, the Com- 
mons may aflume 2 Power of judging what 
Gratuities are proper to be given by the Crown 
te any Member of that Houfe; tor tho’ the 
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Bill fays only, that the. Members of that Houle 
are to declare what Gratuities or Rewards 
they receive from the Crown, within four- 
teen Days after the Receipt thereof, yet, Mj 
Lords, we might eafily forefee that the Houle 
will enter into the Confideration of the De- 
claration, and will take upon them to deter-- 
mine whether or no fuch Gratuity was given 
by way of Bribe; fo thar thereby che Crowm 
will be difabled from giving any Reward to 
a Gentleman that has merited well of his 
Country, at leaftas long as he continues to be 
a Member of Parliament.

E have no Ufe for a Standing Army we have 


no Ufe for a Bill againft Mutiny and Defer- 
tion. Being therefore againft the very Bil 
itfelf, I muft be againft giving it a fecond 
Reading. I have, My Lords, been an Eye- 
Witnefs to one Revolution, I hope I thal 
never fee another, and therefore I fhall ai- 
ways be againft any Meafure which, in my

Out of the Refpe& I have for the illuftrioug 
Family now upon the Throne, I muft ‘al- 
ways be againft fuch Meafures as Iobferved to 
be the chief Caufes of the laft Revolution;

the laft, was the keeping up of a Standing 
Army in Time of Peace: by this Means the

Guards, my People are all my Friends. She 
My Lords, put her whole Truft in her Peo- 
es fhe always continu’d todo fo, and there- 
orethe Peoplealways continu’d herFtiends, 
and fupported her againft as powerful Ene- 
mies, as ever any King or Queen of England 


had. The difmal of the contrary

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Maxim, I was an Eye-witnefS to, and there- 
fore I am, and always fhall be, againft keep- 
ang up a Standing Army in Timie of Peace, 

L---d D----r faid, That any Objection a- 
gaint the Bill, might be papel offer’d up- 
on the fecond Reading ; till them it could not 
be fuppofed, that their Lordships had fully 
conlider'd the Contents thereof, and therefore 
he was for ordering it to be read a fecond 
Time.

All the Confuiion broughtuponthis Kingdom 
for many Years, hath been by Means of 
Standing Armies: It was My Lords, a Stand- 
ing Army, that took off K. Charles Ift’s Head, 
and turn’dthat very Parliament out of Doors 
which had eftablifh’d them; and the fame 
Army that had murdered the Father, reftor’d 
the Son: It was by K. Fames Id’s keeping 
up a Standing Army, that the Affections of 
the People were alienated from him; and by 
that very Army in whom he had put his on- 
ly Truft he wasturn’d out; for by their join- 
ing the other Side, the Scales were turneda- 
gainfthim, and he found himfelf at laft obli- 
ged to fuccumb under the juft Refentments of 
an injur’d People.

But, My Lords, the very — of this Bill, 
isto procure that Confent, without which no 
Standing Army cz: be legally kept up in this 
Kingdom. This ill cannot therefore be 
contrary to the Petitiun of Right, fince it is

then no fuch any as Mutiny Bills yearly 
brought in, yet we found Means to keep our 
Regiment in good enough Order, and I be- 
lieve there was as exact Difcipline obferv’d in 
the Regiments then quarter’d in England, as 
has been obferv’d at any Timefince. If any 
of the Soldiers committed any Crime, they 
were fure tobe punifhed, bur then they were 
punifhed according to theancient Laws of the 
Kingdom: The Officers took Care to deliver 
them up to the Civil Power, and to fee them 
conviéted and punifhed, as feverely as the 
Laws of their Country would admitot, which 
we always found was fufficient.---I could 
make ftrong Objections againft feveral Claufes 
of this Bill; I thall only mention that of 
Defertion; how unneceflary, how cruel is it 
in Time of Peace, to punifh that Crime with 
Death; In Time of War, fuch a fevere Pu- 
nifhment was neceflary, becaufe the Deferters 
generally rantothe Enemy, and turned their 
Arms againft their Country ; if a poor Fellow 
deferts, he runs but from one of our own 


G Regiments to another; and the cruel Treat- 


ment he meets with from fome of the Officers, 
may often affordhiman Excufe. How many 
r Country Fellows, out of a Frolick go 
and lift themfelves for Soldiers! when fuch 
a r Fellow begins to cool, he perhaps re- 
oan of what he o done, and daate iah- 
out any other View but chat of returning . 
Home, and following Some induftrious Way 
of Living in his own Country. Is it not 
hard, that fuch a poor Fellow should be fhot 
for fuch a trifling Crime ? The Law perhaps 
may not be executed with Rigour, that “" 
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be an Excufe for the Judge, but none for the 
Lawgiver ; confidering that the Officers are 
the Sufferers by Defertion; and alfo the Judges 
in all Trials of that Crime, I think, My 
Lords, that their not executing the Law with 
Rigour, is a convincing Argument, that the 
Pains are roo fevere ; but, as I am againft the 
Bill icfelf, 1 am therefore againft giving it a 
fecond Reading, or entering into thé Confi- 
deration of the feveral Claufes thereof. 

The Queftion was however carried, for 
ordering this Bill to be read afecond Time; 
after which it was ordered to be committed, 
and an Inftru&tion being thereupon moved 
for and refufeds a Proteft was entered, (See 
p- 815. Vol. II.)

hundred Perfons were froze to 
Death, Birds fell dead in the Streets, 
and Horles harnefs’d to the Sledges, 
were frozen ftanding {tiff as Wood. 

From Perfia, That the Bafhaws of 
Ormus and Bender-Abaffi, with feveral 
other principal Men of that Kingdom, 
have enter’d into a League againft the 
Ufurper; fo that a Civil War is daily 
expected, which has been the Drift of 
the Turkifh Councils ever fince the 
Depofition of the Sophi. 

From Poland, That the Grandees 
are forming private Conventions in 
their refpective Diftri¢is; but molt of 
them feem united in this Particular, 
viz. To exclude a Foreigner from the 
Crown. The Intereft of his Imperial 
Majeity feems fo confiderable, and ne- 
ceflary to any Candidate, that this E- 
vent will probably draw clofer the Knot, 
that feem’d to be loofening in the Life 
of the late King, (on Account of the 
Pragmatick Sanétion) between him and 
the Elector of Saxony; who prudently 
feems to lie quiet. France on the other 
Hand feems determin'd to pufh the In- 
terefts of King Staniffaus, and has made 
fuch a Declaration as may poflibly Oc- 
cafion fome future Difturbances. 

From Paleftina, That the Turks, on 
the Moors being defeated before Oran, 
and the feizing two of the Grand Seig- 
nior’s Ships, had taken all the Churches 
from the Chriftians, and committed 
horrible Impieties on the Holy Sepul- 
cher; Ecclefiafticks and Seculars had 
been the Gallows, and had the 
Soles of their Feet flead and rubbed 
with Salt; others the Nails of their 
Hands and Feet torn off by Pinchers, 
and then boiling Pitch, and burning 
Sulphur pour’dintotheir Wounds. At 
Damajcus, Rama, and Bethlehem many 
Monks have been skinned alive. 

From Oran, 'Thata great Body of 
Moors attacking fome Spaniards at work 
upon an Out-Fort, hadbeen defeated 
with a great Slaughter by the Syanifh 
Troops which fallied out of the Town, 
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with the Governour Don Ladron de 
Gueverra at their Head, who was too 
brave to be difcouraged by the Fate of 
his Predeceffor the Marquis de Santa 
Cruz. Tis now concluded, that the 
Marquis, not being found among the 
Prifoners at A/gier, was the fame Spa- 
nifp Commander feen to fall from his 
Horfe in the Battle, being fhot through 
the Body and into the Thigh whom the 
Moors ftript of his Crofs, Rings and 
Cloaths, and then beheaded him, 

From Cadiz, That an Algerine Ca- 
pitana, or Ship of War, had been de- 
itroyed by the Spani/b Squadron; but 
not before fhe had landed 300 Turks, 
with Provifions fhe brought for the 
Moors Camp. 

From Madrid, That a Deferter hav- 
ing taken Shelter in the Dutch Ambaf- 
fador’s Palace, who refufed to deliver 
him up, a Detachment of Guards took 
him by Force, having killed 3 or 4 
of his Excellency’s Dometticks. "Tis 
added, the King demanded Satisfaction. 

From Bruféls, That on the 21th 
Inflant King Sraniflaus fent his A&t of 
Abdication, by an Exprefs to Warfaw. 

From Germany, Pruffia, Sweden, 
Mufcovy, and France, that their refpec- 
tive Sovereigns have order’d their 
Troops to be ina Readinefs, in Cafe 
they fliquld have any Occafion to inter- 
pofe with Force in the Affairs of Po/and. 

From Corfica, That the Officers fent 
thither from Genoa to colleét the ufual 
Tax, were fore’d to retire, after a great 
deal of ill Treatment, the Inhabitants 
refafing to pay it under Pretence that 
the new-eflablifh’'d Form of Gcvern- 
ment there is not yet made publicke 

From Geneva, That that City had 
been blockaded up by the French, occa - 
fion’d by the Rudenefs of {ome Perfon, 
who flung an Apple at the Altar whilft 
the Almoner to tne French Minifter 
was celebrating Mais, and threw down 
the Chalice, juit after it had been con- 
fecrated; but the Magiftrates having de-
